Wil Prince, according to a theory of the
prosecution, was a professional mesmerist,
and, in nerving her up to the killing of
Kennedy, exercised his hypnotic power over
Mrs, Kennedy.

Denied That He Was a Mesmeriat.

Prince denled that he was a mesmerist,
or that ha ever mesmerized a person, and
sald he had never been a prize-fighter. as
had been alleged. Prince detalled his where-
abouts on the day of the tragedy. He had
been with his patent attormeys during the
morning. he sald, talking over a patent
that he intended placing on the market, and
went home about noon, remaining thers
until 3:30, when be returned to town alone.
He went to his father's place of business,
and at 4 o'clock Mrs, Kennedy followed.

He denled having accompanied Mrs. Ken-
nedy to town a few hours before the mur-
der, when she was supposed to bave been
en route to Kennedy's office,
